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A.G.T. Have Record 
Year In 1968 

Nineteen sixty-eight was a rec¬ 
ord year for Alberta Government 
Telephones in many ways. A total 
of $59.8 million was spent on con¬ 
struction to improve and expand 
the province-wide network. 

Of this amount, $9.6 million went 
to continue the Rural Buried Ca¬ 
ble Program. 7,010 miles of wire 
and cable were put underground 
in 36 areas, bringing the total^now 
buried to 32,710 miles. 

New exchange and telephone 
equipment accounted for $13.4 mil¬ 
lion. Three new telephone exchang¬ 
es were put into service at High 
Level, Rainbow Lake and Elbow 
Park in Calgary. These new facili¬ 
ties were required to replace the 
existing exchanges that had be¬ 
come overloaded because of the 
growth in the area. 

A total of 44 areas were con¬ 
verted to dial telephone service in 
1968 ending a 7-year program that 
started in 1961. Outside of the cit¬ 
ies, only 48 areas had dial service 
in 1961. AGT engineers planned a 
7-year program that would mod¬ 
ernize telephone service in 167 dis¬ 
tricts in the province. On Decem¬ 
ber 1st, the Gadlsby district was 
put into service completing the 
extremely ambitious program on 
schedule. 

Additions and improvements to 
long distance facilities cost $12.6 
million and saw new co-axial cable 
routes put into service between 
Edmonton and Jasper, Calgary to 
Banff, and Lethbridge to Coutts. 
Microwave facilities were con- 
sfkicted between Athabasca and 
Slave Lake, Watt Mountain and 
Rainbow Lake. A route from 
Grande Prairie to Edson, approxi¬ 
mately following the Resources 
Railway, was started and will go 
into service in 1969. Because of 
high rise construction in Edmon¬ 
ton that would block existing mic¬ 
rowave routes, AGT installed the 
largest co-axial cable ever used 
in the province from Sherwood 
Park, to downtown Edmonton. The 
l&tube cable is presently carry¬ 
ing telephone traffic and television 
to Vegreville and Lloydminster. 

Construction began in 1968 in 
Edmonton on the 33-storey AGT 
head office building and also a 
new toll building located at the 
corner of 102nd avenue and 100th 
street. Although only 12 storeys, 
hte new building will be equiva¬ 
lent to a 20-storey office building 
because of the space required by 
equipment, and will supply Ed¬ 
monton and the surrounding area 
with increased modern long dis¬ 
tance facilities. 

Forecasts for 1969 show that 
AGT is on the way to spending 
the highest amount for construc¬ 
tion in its history. $64.2 million has 
been budgeted to meet the increas¬ 
ing demands for communications 
services. 

A total of $13.4 million will be 
spent increasing switching equip¬ 
ment into telephone exchanges. 

Four new community dial offi¬ 
ces will go into service, a new ex¬ 
change in Huntington Hills in Cal¬ 
gary will be opened and the Ca¬ 
nadian Forces Switching Network 
is scheduled to be put to use this 
year. In addition $6.3 million will 
be spent on dial additions cover¬ 
ing 33 locations. When the new 
telephone exchange in Drumheller 
goes into service this year, resi¬ 
dents of that area will not only 
have new and modern telephones, 
but the convenience of Direct Dis¬ 
tance Dialing. 

The Outside Rural Program for 
1969 will cost 8.7 million dollars, 
and will bring four-party service 
to 31 new areas in the province. 
5,800 miles of wire and cable will 
be buried. $1,260,000 of $6.9 million 
for Outside Plant exchange is for 
trunk relief cable between Calgary 
offices. 

Included in the $5.6 million allot¬ 
ted for toll facilities is the Alberta 
link in the second Trans-Canada 
microwave route from Bear Moun¬ 
tain to Peace River and Wide Band 
Data Facilities at Calgary. 

The start of the new Head Of¬ 
fice building accounts for 4.7 mil¬ 
lion dollars in the 1969 budget for 
construction and $3.5 million for 
new Toll Building which is sched¬ 
uled for completion in 1970. 

Report From 
Parliament Hill 

Finance Minister Benson had 
some good news on January 30th 


for those many people who had ex¬ 
pressed concern over the Estate 
Tax Act changes as proposed in 
the Budget of October 22. 

The good news came as Mr. 
Benson tabled in the House of 
Commons a notice of motion pre¬ 
ceding a Bill to amend the Estate 
Tax Act and the provisions of the 
Income Tax Act dealing with gift 
tax. 

Most of the motion is identical 
to the October 22, 1968, budget res¬ 
olutions but there are some mod¬ 
ifications. 

The budget proposed to exempt 
from tax outright gifts and be¬ 
quests from husband to wife and 
wife to husband. It also proposed 
to increase the estate tax exemp¬ 
tions for young children and'to 
provide exemptions for older 
children. To offset revenue losses 
from these broader exemptions, 
the estate and gift tax rates were 
to be increased. 

The modifications to the October 
proposals reflect the Government’s 
response to representations made 
by Canadians to the Minister, both 
directly and through their Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament. 

Many constituents had written 
me regarding their views on the 
possible effects of the October 22 
proposals. Indeed, I am sure that 
it is a rare Member of Parlia¬ 
ment who did! not receive a com¬ 
plaint or more about the propos¬ 
als. These complaintfe were brought 
to the attention of the Minister by 
Members at the Government Cauc¬ 
us and during special meetings 
with the Minister held for that pur¬ 
pose. 

The result is legislation which is 
much more acceptable. 

The changes provide for restora¬ 
tion of the rule that estate tax 
will not be payable by estates of 
$50,000 or less; for the right to 
pay estate taxes in instalments 
at the option of the taxpayer; for 
the right to use the old estate tax 
exemptions until July 31, 1969, if 
they are larger than the new ex¬ 
emptions, and for application of 
the $2,000 gift tax exemption to 
gifts to certain trusts. 

Estates of $50,060 or less will 
not be taxed. This restores a pro¬ 
vision of the Estate Tax Act prior 
to October 22, 1968, and replaces 
the budget’s proposal that estates 
of $20,000 or under would not be 
taxed. 

This will mean, for example, 
that a small estate left by a broth¬ 
er to his sister, or by a grand¬ 
father to his grandchildren, will 
not be subject to estate tax. 

The provision will not affect 
large estates. 

A new provision permits pay¬ 
ment of estate taxes in up to six 
annual instalments. Interest will 
be charged on deferred amounts 
at a rate to be set by regulation. 
Under the old provision, the Min¬ 
ister of National Revenue had the 
power to postpone payment in 
cases of hardship. This provision 
will remain but the new provision 
will make instalments available 
as a matter of right. 

There are other beneficial mod¬ 
ifications, too numerous to discuss 
here. All in all, a more reasonable 
situation will now prevail insofar 
as Estate Tax is concerned.

I have seen some pretty daring 
stunts in my life but they are not 
all done in a circus tent. Just con¬ 
sider the hair-raising risk of this 
latest chancy stunt. 

Just the other day a ski-doo op¬ 
erator thought he would get bet¬ 
ter starting performance if he 
heated up the fuel in the house 
before filling his ski-doo fuel tank 
As he was engaged in this, he spill¬ 
ed some of the fluid. The fumes 
of the fluid ignited from the heat 
er pilot light. The house was com¬ 
pletely destroyed and he ended up 
in hospital with critical burns. Of 
course, he could have blown him¬ 
self to eternity. 

A chain smoker always carries a 
torch. He can set fire to his clothes, 
paper, furniture, rugs, bedding and 
forests. But, in order for any care¬ 
less smoker to take the supreme 
risk, all he has to do is to lie 
down to rest while he is smoking 
a cigarette'. The results can often 
cause the most deadly stunt of all, 
that is death by suffocation with¬ 
out causing much of a fire. 

I seek every opportunity to dis¬ 
courage these highly dangerous 
practices and I am looking for 
more and better ways to com¬ 
municate the need for more wide¬ 
spread knowledge about the true 
facts of these foolish practices or

Cold Vaccines 
A Problem

Vaccines are designed to pre¬ 
vent, not to cure, illnesse. , The 
Canadian Medical Association re¬ 
minds readers. 

There are more than 100 known 
viruses or other germs, any one 
of which may cause a cold More 
types of viruses and germs are be¬ 
ing identified every year 

A vaccine prepared against (me 
of these germs, might stimulate 
the body to manufacture antibodies 
that would prevent him from get¬ 
ting a cold caused by that on* 
germ. BUT-it won’t protect him 
from the other 99. Another prob¬ 
lem is that immunity thus created 
is not permanent, it generally 
lasts only a few weeks or months. 

There are on the market the so- 
called polyvalent vaccines, which 
are a mixture of several of the 
most common known causes. How¬ 
ever, the person who has received 
this vaccine is protected only 
temporarily from soma of th& com¬ 
mon germs known to cause colds. 

Remembering these limitations, 
it is recommended that persons 
with chronic chest conditions, such 
as chronic bronchitis, emphysema, 
gf any chronic ailment, that might 
"he aggravated by a cold, ask then- 
doctor about cold vaccines. 

Statistics show that in industry, 
time lost due to colds can be sub¬ 
stantially reduced if all personnel 
receive polyvalent cold vaccine 
during the aut u mn. 

In summary, the C.M.A advises 
that not all colds can be prevented 
through the use of vaccines — but 
the vaccines do help and are ad¬ 
visable for some groups of people.

How To Treat Burns 

TIPS FROM ST. JOHN 
AMBULANCE 

Burns hurt — and sometimes 
they are serious. What do you do 
about a burn? 

Most people slap on some greasy 
substance — butter or vaseline. 
Wlrong, says St. John Ambulance. 

Where the skin has not been bro¬ 
ken, immersion in cold water or 
the application of a cold wet cloth 
will relieve the pain. 

Where the skin has been broken, 
infection is a hazard. Don’t apply 
greasy substances. These remedies 


have only slight value in reducing 
pain and greatly complicate later 
treatment. , 

For a serious burn remove or 
cut away clothing over the burned 
area but don’t try to pull off 
clothing which is stuck. Cover the 
burned area with • a clean dress¬ 
ing and bandage securely. If medi¬ 
cal aid is near, speed is more es¬ 
sential than perfect bandaging. 

In the case of burns by corros¬ 
ive chemicals, flood the part thor¬ 
oughly with water and apply norm¬ 
al treatment for bums. 


Whiplash Injury 

Whiplash is a descriptive term 
used to describe 'the manner in 
which a neck injury occurs. The 
Canadian Medical Association re¬ 
ports that most whiplash injuries 
result from car accidents. In a 
rear-end collision the driver or 
passenger is pushed forward and 
then recoils backwards. The effect 
of this is felt mostly in the neck 
because it is the portion of the 
spine with the least support and 
the most movement. 

Soon after such an accident the 
patient complains of pain and 
stiffness in the neck, often with 
accompanying headache. Although 
a more serious injury such as frac¬ 
ture or damage to a disc may oc¬ 
cur, most whiplashes only result 
in damage to the muscles and 
ligaments in the neck. Simple 
measures such as heat, rest and 
drugs to Irelieve the pain and 
muscle spasm are usually all the 
treatment that is necessary. The 
symptoms often subside in a few 
days, nearly always in a week or 
two. 

In some patients, the C.M.A. 
says, the neck pain and headache 
continues for much longer periods. 
This may be due partly to the 
emotional stress resulting from the 
accident, or the subsequent legal 
action. These patients frequently 
wear a collar to support the neck, 
and receive extensive physiother¬ 
apy treatments.

Some Sewing Tip*: 

1— When purchasing fabric al¬ 
ways check on the fiber content 
and care, on the straightness of 
the grainline and for flaws in the 
weave or color. 

2— Test the fabric for wrinkle 
resistance. Simply crumple, a cor¬ 
ner in your hand and squeeze for 
a couple of seconds. Release and 
look at the results. Consider what 
would happen if you had been sit¬ 
ting in it for several hours. 

3— Test for stretch recovery by 
using the “Thumb Test”. Place the 
fabric over the thumb. Push the 
thumb between the first and sec¬ 
ond fingers of the same hand so a 
bubble appears in the fabric. Re¬ 
lease. If the bubble remains after 
30 seconds you have a lazy fabric 
that will likely prove unsatisfact¬ 
ory. 

4— When choosing a pattern get 
the correct size. If your measure¬ 
ments do not all correspond with 
those indicated on the pattern 
charts, try to get a good fit at 
the bust. 

5— Pin the paper pattern pieces 
together and try it on. Correctly 
pin centre front and back (this will 
require some assistance). Note any 
alterations that are needed and 
make them on the pattern before 
cutting out fabric. 

6— Before laying out your pattern 
for cutting, press the fabric (us¬ 
ing correct temperature setting) 
and paper pattern pieces. Pins 
should be placed at right angles to 
the seamline, cutting should be 
done in the same direction as you 
sew — arrows on the seamlines 
are usually present to indicate this. 

7— Follow the instructions that 
come with your pattern. You’d be 
surprised how much easier it is 
that way than just going ahead on 
your own and getting into a mess. 

8— Clip and grade ydur seams 
to reclude bulk and give a better 
finish. 

9— Understitching of the neck 
facing should not be omitted. Un- 
derstitching is a row of stitching 
that is placed close to the edge of 
the facing and which catches the 
two trimmed seam allowances to 
the facing. 

10— JGathering, as when you are 
setting in a sleeve, is easier if 
two rows of gathering stitches are 
used. If the fabric is one that will 
not show stitch marks, one row of 
gathering stitches may be placed 
just inside the 5/8” seam line. The 
other one is about half an inch 
from the cut edge. Ease carefully 
and pin well to avoid puckers. Re¬ 
move all basting stitches when the 
sleeve is stitched to the bodice. 

11— To reduce underarm bulk the 
seams may be trimmed from notch 
to notch under the arm. Leave 
about tt” and then overcast or 
zig zag to prevent fraying. 

12— When sewing on buttons start 
and end between two layers of fab¬ 
ric so the tail ends of the thread 
do not show. Use a suitable sized 
shank. To make a shank place a 
large needle, wooden match stick 
or some other appropriately sized 
object between the fabric and the 
button then sew the button on. Re¬ 
move the match stick and wrap 
sewing thread around the threads 
between the fabric and the button.

Former Resident, 

Ernie Hickey 

CRESTON—Funeral service was 
held here February 22nd, 1960, for 
Ernie T. Hickey, who died in the 
Creston Valley Hospital on Febru¬ 
ary 19th. Mr. Hickey was 62. 

Born at Cache Bay, Ont., Mr. 
Hickey was brought to Creston by 
his family at the age of six 
months.
